PHILADELPH IA (U PI) - The 
Pennsylvania suprem e court to­ 
day upheld a 1937 state law giv­ 
ing newsmen the right to protect 
their sources of information. 


The ruling cam e as the high 
court reversed the contempt of 
court convictions of two execu­ 
tives of the Evening Bulletin who 
had refused to provide certain in­ 
formation 
to 
a 
special 
grand 
ju ry 
investigating 
alleged 
city 
hall corruption. 
Bulletin 
President 
Robert 
L. 
Taylor and city editor E arl Selby 
bad been fined $1,000 and senten­ 
ced 
to five days in prison 
by 
Judge Bernard J . Kelley. T h e 
Suprem e Court in a 6-to-l opinion 
written by Chief Ju stice John C. 
Bell J r . reversed the convictions 
and vacated the sentences. 
Ju stice B ell’s opinion reversed 
K elley’s stand that the 1937 law 
protects newsmen from disclosing 


“only . . . the identity of persons 
and does not protect him or them 
against the compulsory disclosure 
of documents or other inanim ate 
m aterials.” 


“Source 
m eans 
not 
only 
the 
identity of the persons, but like­ 
wise 
includes documents, 
inani­ 
m ate objects and all sources of 
inform ation,” Bell wrote. 
Kelley had ordered Taylor and 
Selby to produce reporters’ notes 
and recording tapes of interviews 
on alleged City Hall payola with 
a form er City Council sergeant- 
at-arm s. In holding them in con­ 
tempt he 
ruled that 
since 
the 
source’s nam e 
was 
known, 
the 
1937 
law does 
not 
prorect 
the 
newspaper from turning over the 
inform ation to the grand jury. 
Taylor said the Supreme Court’s 
ruling “vindicates the stand we 
have taken and, even more im­ 
portant, benefits the public.”

Tax Cut Bill 


WASHINGTON 'DPD — House 
tax legislators were to resume 
work today on drafting a bill con­ 
taining administration proposals 
for tax reduction and reform. 


The House Ways & Means Com­ 
mittee 
has 
been 
recessed 
for 
three weeks to allow staff mem­ 
bers time to draft a tentative 
m easure after lengthy hearing* 
held earlier this year. 


Before the tax bill can be sent 
to the House floor for a vote, the 
committee must still act on three 
areas: 


I—Make final decisions on the 
many structural changes in the 
tax code; 2—Decide if it wants 
to continue favorable tax rates 
now provided on 
income from 
stock dividends 
and decide how 
much to reduce individual and 
corporate income tax rates. 
So far, the bill is expected to 
provide a cut of between $8 bil­ 
lion and $10 billion in individual 
and corporate income taxes. Its 
chances of final passage jre con­ 
sidered better than 50-50 despite 
the 
legislative tieup threatened 
by the coming fight, over civil 
rights legislation.
